Philadelphia, Pa., May 17.—Gif- 
ferd Pinchot, former state fores- 
ter, had increased his lead over At- 
torney-General George E. Alter in the 
fight for the republican nomination 
for governor tonight to 4,765, on un- 
official returns of yesterday’s pri- 
mary. With only 619 districts out 
of.a total of 7,934 to be heard from, 
the vote was: Alter, 483,774; Pin- 
chot, 488.539. 

Of 619 districts which had failed 
to report their vote tonight, 26 are 
located in Allegheny county, mostly 
outside the city of Pittsburg. The 
15 districts reported in the tabula- 
tion inelude 1,430 in Philadelphia 
and 1,290 out of 2AI6 in Allegheny

Thousands of acres of sugar cane 
in Avoyelles, St: Martin, St. Landry, 
and Iberia parishes have either been 
flooded already or will be within the 
next two days by the water escaping 
from Bayou Des Glaises and Red 
river through the break in the levee 
near Hamburg, now about 900 feet 
wide.

Councilman Edgar Watkins was 
confident that an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Choate strength would 
come over to his charter in the run- 
off. The standpatters -were equally 
as itive that the Choate support 
would turn for the old charter. 

Will Not. Aid Watkins Plan. 

Mayo~ Key told close friends that 
he would offer no help to the Wat- 
kins charter. He said he would pre- 
fer to see the city wrestle with diffi- 
culties it already knows about than 
to try out the Watkins plan.

“The federal constitution,” he said, 
“as interpreted repeutedly in federa:

Every 
dollar tax placed on the output of 
Georgia industries is just that much 
preferentai tariff in the favor of a 
non-resident competitor, ‘The pro- 
ducts of the factories of Birmingham 
or any other city can be shipped 
into Georgia and sold for less at our 
doors because they enter unhampered 
and untaxed while the home products 
would be taxed. 

“Commerce follows its friends and 
we could never expect industries to 
come to Georgia and increase the 
wealth of the state if such a tax is 
imposed on it. The cheer of the 
-hearthstones of thousands of cottages 
in Georgia is in the full pay envelope. 
When the tax collector nas it in -his 
power to make abnormal and unfriend- 
ly demands upon industry, commerce 
will take its safety in flight.’ 

Urges “Caustic Disapproval.” 

Increases in taxes then met the 
caustic disapproval and condemnation 
of Mr. Haden. “The tax payers pour 
the grain into the hopper and the 
office holders baf fhe grist at the 
meal chute,” he declared. ‘The pa- 
triotic propaganda for more revenue 
pro from these who gather the 
grist. A very large proportion of the 
tax money is spent by or through men 
with whom politics, in a large meas- 
ure is a profession. Trace the source 
from which the proposed income tax 
crusade was generated and it is not 
bard to understand how our tax needs 
keep pace with ani sometimes run 
ahead of our prosperity.

“The tax collector tolls the 
entire tax income and the tax receiver 
tolls all except the portion known as 
utilities, and the a gate sum paid 
to, receivers and collectors in Georgia, 
covering both states and county taxes, 
is approximate $1,400,000 a year, 
exceeding 5 per cent of the total taxes 
received. At the lowest estimate this 
is twice as much as the cost of col- 
lecting would be under g@ modern busi- 
ness plan. 

“One official, combining the office of 
both tax receiver and tax collector, 
could better serve the office and this 
plan alone would save the state more 

an $700, each year. Both a tax 
recéiver and q tax collector are as un- 
oaty as seven toes on one foot. 

“Untold millions would be saved to 
the state if a of business men, 
who neither seek nor expect office, 
could be found who would work for 
the state without pay long enough to 
formulate a plan to take up the whole 
subject of a business administration 
and submit a plan for it.” 


Mr, Haden also declared that the 
fee system was pernacious and costly. 
“It is nothing léss than farming out 
public pewer fot private gain.)

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Gotham Witnesses 
Spectacular Hunt 
For Burglar Gang 


New York, May 17.—Four men were 
arrested'in a loft building at Twen- 
tieth street and Fifth avenue today 
after the police had searched more 
than nine hours for burglars. All 
traffie was diverted from the block and 
a solid cordon of officers was main- 
tained about it. 

It was the most spectacular man 
hunt in New York for years. 

Detectives crossed roofs into a 
fourth story window of the building. 
Suddenly they were attacked in the 
dark. ‘They returned the fire. 

Two men were caught on the fourth 
floor. ‘T'wo others, sliding down the 
greased elevator bables, were over- 
powered in the basement. 

The men were believed to have been 
seeking $120,000 reported to be stored 
every Tuesday night in a safe in the 
building. e building is protected by 
a burglar alarm. } ' 

The detectives received a tip more 
than two weeks ago that crooks were 

lanning a raid on textile concerns 
n the block. They allowed the robbers 
plenty of time to bore through the 
side of the building, hoping toe catch 
the band red-handed. : 

Smashing into the building in which 
the crooks were working against the 
adjacent wall, the detectives formed 
on the top floor a tunnel partly bored 
into the wall, and a coniplete burglar 
outfit, including dynamite, nitrogly- 
cerine and storage batteries with wires 
attached for setting off the blast. Near 
the spot where the dynamite had been 
inserted were blood stains, indicating 
‘that one of the crooks had hurt his 
hand with the boring process. 

In the three minutes that elapsed 
from the time the police smashed in on 
the ground floor, the crooks had dis- 
appeared. No trace of the band could 
be picked up for several hours. Several 
thousand people watched the police at 
work with flashlights and gas torches, 
scouring every building in the block 
from cellar to roof. To add to the 
excitement a false alarm accidentally 
was turned in, and fire apparatus 
brought to the scene.

Washington, May 17.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—-Insufficient 
funds make it imywssible for the chief 
of engineers to put the sea-going 
dredge at work on the channel for 
the Brunswick (Ga.) harbor for long 
enough time to make any appreciable 
improvement, according to informa- 
tion given Senator Harris, of Geor- 
gia, who had taken up the matter 
at the request of Brunswick author- 
ities. The chief of engineers says 
the situation will be relieved as soon 
as congress passes the war depart- 
went appropriation bill containing 
the item for rivers and harbors. 

Senator Harris was advised by the 
chief of engineers that “the district 
engineer at Savannah states that at 
ordinary high tide there is sufficient 
depth in the channel over the bar 
for the safe navigation of vessels of 
from 27 feet to 38 feet draft. The 
vessel whose grounding you refer to 
is undoubtedly the tank steamer J. 
Ff. O'Neal. The predicted high tide 
on the day this vessel grounded was 
somewhat more than one foot lower 
than the average high tide, and it is 
believed somewhat doubtful whether 
the vessel was in the best part of the 
channel. As the bar shoals slowly, it 
is reasonably certain that, with care- 
ful navigation, vessels will be able 
to enter the harbor as usual for 
some months, and within that period 
it should be possible to place a dredge 
at work on the bar.” 

The rivers and harbors item, pro- 
viding $42,000,000, has been agreed 
to by the subcommittee on appropria- 
tions. The amount is about $15,- 
000,000 in excess of the budget bu- 
reau’s recommendation.

G. EF. Matthews, 40, who declines to 
give his home address or to disclose 
anything relating to himself, went on 
a shooting rampage in a garage on 
Mulberry street today with the re- 


sult that Paul Grady Keen, 25, a me- 
chanic at the Keesier and Champion 
garage, is in a local hospital badly 
wounded; George G. Chapman, gar- 
ageman, is nursing a grazed head, and 
several other persons are slowly re- 
covering from fright. 

In addition to Keen and Chapman, 
other mechanics in the garage and 
pedestrians on the street wer fired 
at, and for a time it appeared there 
would be several casualties, but the 
shooting subsided and Matthews, with 
scores of people following him, made 
bis way to Cherry and Third streets, 


where he was*arrested by Charlie 
Roberts, deputy sheriff. 

Pending the outcome of Keen's con- 
dition no formal charge has been 
placed against Matthews. Angered 
as a resuit of a dispute over some 
work the garage people had done on 
his car, Matthews opened fire on 
George Chapman, while the latter was 
walking away from him, it was stated. 
Chapman dodged just in time and 
the bullet grazed his head. He then 
turned the weapon on Keen, who haw 
shouted a warning to Chapman, the 
bullet striking Keen in the abdomen. 

Continues Firing. 

Matthews then ran across the ga- 
rage and opened fire on Mose Kessler 
and S. B. Hardis. ‘They ran for 
the steps and made for the roof of 
the building, from where Kessler 
jumped and sprained his ankle. Leav- 
ing the garage on Mulberry street, 
Matthews went up \Mulberry street 
and fired at O. R. Tharpe, Jr., and 
a mechanic, standing in : doorway, 
but neither of the shots took effect. 
With a large crowd following at his 
heels Matthews turned into Third 
street, and at the corner of Third 
and Cherry streets, he was inter- 
cepted by Charlie Roberts, a deputy 
sheriff, who noticed the gun in his 
hand. He disarmed him, and Mat- 
thews was taken to the Bibb county 
jail, where he later gave a statement. 

“I expected trouble from them,” 
said Matthews, “bechuse they had 
threatened me earlier in the week, 
but I had tried all the time to avoid 
any trouble. When I got my car 
Monday afternoon I paid them $75 
for work they were supposed to do, 
and before I had driven it very far 
the work they had done went 
it to another garage to have 
some of their work done again, 
and I had to pay out $10 more, but 
it didn’t hold up yet. So this morn- 
ing I went around to see them 
about it. 

Alleges Threats. 


“When I told them what I wanted 
they began to threaten me again and 
ordered me out of the place, and it 
looked like all of them were going to 
advance on me. One of them threw 
an iron shaft at me and others had 
tools in their hands.” 

Matthews came to Macon about the 
first of the month, he said, and since 
his arrival here has been staying at 
the Planter’s hotel on Broadway. He 
refused to tell anything about himself 
other than to say, “I was raised 
around Gadson, Tenn.” 

Asked why he shot Keen, Matthews 
is alleged to have said: “He looked 
like he wanted something and I 
thought I would give it to him.” 

Keen, the wounded man, is mar- 
ried, but has no children. He is a 
vocational trattiing student,..and was 
taking training at Chapman & Kress- 
ler’s garage.

OrdersAre Issued Against 
Eight Firms:and Seven 
Are Cleared by Trade 

‘Commission. . 


The City Salesman's association 
ahd eight.Atlanta wholesale grocery 
firms have been found guilty of con- 
‘spiracy. against the Unity Grocery 
company, and seven firms have been 
-cleared of the charge, after an inves- 
tigation made by the federal trade 
‘commission in .Washington, the de- 
Cision’ having been made public 
Wednesday. 

The “commission found that the 
‘City Salesmen’s association, Walker 
‘Bros. & Co.,. Kelly Bros. company, 
‘H: L. Singer company, Oglesby *Gro- 
cery company, Johnson-Fluker & Co,, 
R. W. Davis, Paradies & ‘Rich, and 


Charles I. Brannen some time about 
April, 1919, became engaged in a con- 
spiracy to prevent the Unity. Grocery 
company from securing supplies from 
manufacturers and producers and 
‘brokers on the terms granted to the 
wholesale. grécers in the conspiracy 
and those: similarly situated. 

Seven Firms Cleared. 

The . commission expressly found 
that there was not sufficient evidence 
to justify an order against J.-J. 
.Barnes-Fain company, Marett-Street- 
er company, A. McD. Wilson & Co., 
Conley & Ennis, McCord-Stewart 
company, McDaniel & Oo., or J. N. 
Hirsch. 

The order of the commission; based 
on its findings, is very comprehen- 
sive. In substance, it prevents the 
respondents named in the order from 
combining or conspiring among them- 
selves or with others and seeking by 
any scheme whatever to inducé or 
hinder or prevent manufacturers and 
brokers and their agents from deal- 
ing with the Unity Grocery company 
or others similarly engaged upon as 
favorable terms as are granted to the 
respondents. 

The case of the federal trade com- 
mission against the Atlanta whole- 
sale grocers et al. had been pending 
before the commission for nearly a 
year. Testimony was taken during 
December, .1920, and January, 1921, 
in New Orleans, Atlanta, Savannah, 
New York, Niagara Falls and Chi- 


cago. 

On the record thus made up the 
case was argued before the federal 
trade commission at Washington on 
May 28 of last year. Edgar Watkins, 
of Watkins, Russell & <Asbill, repre- 
senting the wholesale grocers, and 
W. A. Sutberland, now of the Atlanta 
bar, presénting the government’s side 
of the case. Mr. Sutherland had be- 
come’*engaged in the trial of the case 
while he was still a reguiar member 
of the commission’s legal staff. 

Many Firms Named, 

The compiaint was originally filed 
against the Atlanta Wholesale Gro- 
cers, City Salesmen’s association, J. 
J. Barnes-Fain company, Kelly» Bros.

LESSON NO. 45—THE COI/L AERIAL 
During the war it was possible by means of the valuable directional 


\J properties of the coil aerial to locate the position of radio outfits oper- 


ated by the enemy in the trenches, on vessels, or in the air. 

By means of a fog signalling system operated by a lighthouse, 
vessels equipped with a direction finder using a coil.aerial may deter- 
mine their location in a fog so dense that it cannot be pierced by the 
powerful rays of the warning light. 

Simplicity of construction and ability to receive waves from a par- 
ticular direction without interference from other waves are two marked 
advantages of this type of aerial. As shown by the following diagram 
it may consist of a few turns of wire mounted’ on a wooden frame which 
is arranged for rotation through an arc of 180 degrees, and small 
enough to be located in an ordinary room. By rotating the coils, signals 
from.a particular station may be received and other signals practically 
eliminated. 4 , 

This type of aerial offers considerable 
contrast, therefore, to the outdoor aerials 
in genera] use, such as the “inverted L” 
and “T” types, which require the me- 
chanical support of masts, guys, spread- 
ers and insulating connections. In com- 
parison with the outdoor aerial the coil 
type can transmit only small amounts of 
power which precludes its use as a trans- 
mittnig aerial, but it posessses impo portant 
directional characteristics, as more in- 
tense waves are emitted paralle] to its 
plane than at 90 degrees to it. 

As a receiving aerial, when the 
plane of the coil is in the direction of 
the advancing wayes, the strongest sig-

When the plane of the coil is in line with the 
advancing wave, the strongest signals are received, whereas when the 
plane of the coil is at right angles, the energy induced in the cei] by 
the wave is at a minimum. The induced current circulates around the 
coil instead of oscillating up and down as in the case of the ordinary 
type of outdoor antenna. 

Underwater Wireless. 

Submarines completely submerged and at a considerable distance 
below the surface of the ocean have received radio Signals from far 
distant points by the use of a heavily insulated wire supported on short 
masts and grounded e4ch end to the metal hull of the submarine. Not 
only js it possible for the submarine to receive messages beneath the 
waves, but it may transmit radio signals and in this way communicate 
with a nearby vessel. By use of this type of coil aerial with its direc- 
tional properties, the submerged submarine not only detects the wire- 
less waves, but can determine their direction. In this manner a ship 
may exchange signals of recognition with an. invisible protector.

NOTED RACER | 
IN ATLANTA 


Paul Anderson, one of the leading 
side-car performers of the country, ar- 
rivec in Atlanta yesterday with his 
outfit, and is now preparing for the 
speed events to be held at Lakewood 
Saturday. Anderson comes here from 
Chicago to mest Floyd Dreyser, who 
will be the principal opponent he will 
have to Tear in the side-car champion- 
ship races. Dreyer now holds the title 
and will certainly give Anderson a run 
for his money. 

Floyd Dreyer holds quite a few 
laurels whieh he has annexed with his 
side-car mount. In 1920 he broke the 
world’s mark for five miles on a side- 
car at Greely, Col. That same year, 
June 19, he won the 25-mile record 
at Philadelphia, and last year he broke 
all dirt track records from one to 
25 miles with his side-car. 

This will be the first time Atlanta 

fans have ever seen any side-car 
everts, and these races are by far the 
most hazardous and the rider is not 
the only one who risks his neck in 
these events, for it is necessary for 
him to carry a man in the side-car. 
Then if there is a spill two, instead 
of one, are hurled into the dust, or 
possibly through the fence. 
The car is built and fastened onto 
the motorcycle so that when the motor 
leans on a turn it remains upright to 
keep its occupant from falling out: It 
is much harder to ride a side-car than 
the solo mount. Think of riding a 
“flexible” side-car mount at the rate of 
a mile in 51 seconds! It has been 
done, and the Lakewood track is one 
of the best dirt tracks in the coun- 
try, according to the official magazine 
of the racing world, “Motorcycling and 
Bicycling.”

The remarkable race of Gifford Pin- 
chot, sweeping everything before him 
except in the boss-ridden cities of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg, 1s an 
even more merciless knockout of the 
old guard regime than the recent de- 
feat of New in Indiana, and is indic- 
ative of the fact that the old regu- 
lars of the G. O. P, vannot now es- 
cape and that the people generally, 
regardless of party alignments, are 
tired and disgusted with the dominat- 
ing rule of professional politicians in 
governmental administrations. 

Gifford Pinchot, a progressive of 
the Roosevelt school, pitched his race 
for the gubernatorial nomination flat- 
footedly upon the destruction of the 
all-powerful machine politics in the 
Keystone state, and in that machine, 
built more than a half-century ago by 
Simon Cameron, the present national 
administration has been the driving 
wheel since March 4, 1921. 

It was the late Boies Penrose, the 
engineer, who, from a sick bed in 
Philadelphia, vetoed the republican 
suggestion of either Wood or John- 
son for the presidential nomination, 
and upon the discarding of Lowden 
finally dictated the nomination of 
Warren G. Harding. Since the death 
of Senator Penrose, who ruled with

e ministerial relief and annuity 
fund has passed the million dollar 
mark and its goal was set at ten mil- 
lion tirough adoption of the commit- 
tee report. 

After the morning session had been 
given over to organization and elec- 
tion of officers, including, re-election 
of Dr. EB. Y. Mullins, of Louisville, 
Ky., president, and all others except 
the vice president, for which new men 
were chosen, the convention turned 
to its financial program. The con- 
vention received an invitation to meet 
next year at Hot Springs, Ark. To- 
night the annual convention sermon 
was delivered by the Rev. Dr. 8S. J. 
Porter, of Oklahoma City, who plead- 
ed for a return to normalcy in reli- 
gion. 

The four vice presidents elected 
were Rev. R. M. Inlow, of Sedalia, 
Mo.; W. W. Gaines, of Atlanta; Rev. 
J. J. Taylor, Leaksville, N. C., and 
the Rev. W. D. Nowlin, Greenville, 
Ky. Mr. Gaines is an attorney, pres- 
ident of the Atlanta board of educa- 
tion and has been prominent in Bap- 
tist affairs for many years. 

George W. Norton, of Louisville, 
treasurer, and Dr. W. P. Harvey, of 
Harrodsburg, Ky., auditor, were re- 
elected, and the convention then be- 
gan the first contest over officers. 

Macon Man Re-elected. 

Three names were pet up for the 
two positions of recording secretary. 
Dr. H. C. Moore, of Nashville, Tenn., 
and G. H. Burnett, of Macon, Ga:, 
were nominated to succeed them- 
selves, while the name of A. 8. 
Barnes, of Montgomery, Ala., also 
was placed in nomination. The con- 
vention: voted by ballot, and Dr. 
Moore and Mr. Burnett were re- 
elected. 

The committee on committees was 
announced, with Dr. J. L. Gross, of 
Louisville, as chairman, and was in- 
structed in a resolution adopted to 
make no discrimination {n sex in ap- 
pointing. committees. This means 
that women who already have been 
admitted to full membership in the 
convention may now fill committee 
positions. 

President Mollins, in his annual 
address named what he termed the 
duties of -Baptists, one of which, he 
said, is to “define, maintain and prop- 
agate the New Testament religion in 
its fullness in doctrine, ordinance and 
polity.” ; 

“You are called upon to reinforce 
the most remarkable spiritual move- 
ment in modern Bufope,” he added, 
and declared that from Norway to 
Spain and to Bulgaria, “a spiritual 
phenomenon has been on in recent 
years.” 

The president's words were taken 
to refer to a proposal that Southern 
Baptists take a leading part in tue 
Baptist worldwide alliance conference 
at Stockholm in July, 1923. 

There are 14,099 messengers enti- 
tled to a seat in the convention, it 
was announced, and 2,237 had been 
enrolled ee the convention opened 
this morning. | ’ 

The convention received telegraphic 
greetings from the Northern ptist 
convention before adjourning for 
luncheon, and heard that 45 new for- 
eign missionaries had been appointed 
and assigned to fields, at a meeting 
today of the foreign mission board.

tax on all values within the state. 
This system of equal taxation warned 
the legislator that he must not. take 
more from the pocket of the man who 
needs it than is absolutely necessary 
for the ecenomical support of the 
government, If is not the time to ad- 
vocate and urge methods of raising 
more income or to encourage larger 
appropriations and impose heavier 
burdens on business or on the tax- 
payer. There is no more fatuous 
folly than the talk of politicians 
about the framing a tax so that it 
will hit the capitalists or the rich 
Ng than others. It can’t be 
one, 


Will Have Two Whacks. 


“And then the ad valorem tax is 
to be levied in addition. The politi- 
cian must have two whacks, one at 
the income tax and when, like the 
camel, he gets his nose under the tent, 
he will soon have his whole body in. 
The other whack is at the ad valorem, 
and he can tell that man he reduced 
his taxes while levying less than 5 
mills. 

“Governor Hardwick says the in- 
come tax will remedy injustices. I 
respectfully submit this is an error. 
He says it will reach intangibles, 
which are not paying. He says 90 per 
cent of money, notes and accounts are 
not paying. Is it fair that a tax be 
levied which only 3 per cent would 
pay, exempting 97 per cent, in order 
to prevent 90 per cent from escaping? 

“The income tax was originally a 
war measure, originated by William 
Pitt, in 1797, in dire distress to com- 
bat Napoleon. The government uses 
it, probably from necessity. But it 
has paralyzed business, destroyed in- 
centive, imprisoned energy and initia- 
tive. It drives money into tax-exempt 
securities.” 


Hardwick Speaks. 


Governor Hardwick, whose talk in 
favor of the income tax system out- 
lined the principal features of the 
bill, spoke for an hour and a half. 
He related conditions of the state 
when he assumed office last year in 
which he declared there was a debt 
of approximately $3,000,000 facing the 
state treasury through an inefficient 
method of taxation. In addition the 
governor quoted figures, which he 
stated, would result from the proposed 
income tax system and would relieve 
the state of similar conditions in 
years to come. 

“There is only one other political 
ambition to which I aspire,” he as- 
serted. “And that is to leave behind 
me a system of taxation. that will 
solve the present tax problems and 
permit the state of Georgia to take 
its place in the forefront among the 
other states in the union- 

“To my mind the most important 
thing in the executive handling of 
Georgia’s affairs is-not to increase the 
state’s revenues, but to devise a more 
economic disbursing of funds. In the 
past, like in the case of the confed- 
erate pension bill that was passed

Amendments shieine 
Here Governor Hardwick read a 


brief of the proposed amendment to 
the constiution, which he scribbled in 
pencil the modifications.

All taxation shall be: uniform upon the 
same clags of subjects, and when ad valorem, 
a on all property within the terri- 
torial limits of the authority levying the 
tax, and shall be ievied and collected under 
general laws, only, 
authorized by 

The general assembly may impose taxes 
not to exc 6 per cent upon incomes, in- 
heritances, privileges and occupations, which 
taxes may be. graduated, and the laws under 
which they are levied shall contain provi- 
sion for reasonable exemptions, 

The general assembly shall exempt ai) 
property, real and pergonal, from ad valorem 
taxes except public se“rvice corporations, for 
state purposes each year in which the reve- 
nuesa from other sources, are sufficient to 
meet the legal obligations of the state ma- 
turi during the year, and to pay the ap 
propriations made by the general assembiy 
for that year. In the event, however, such 
revenues are insufficient for that purpose, 
then an ad valorem tax not to exceed 2% 
mills upon each dollar of the value of all 
property, real and personal, may be levied. 

“During the present. crises,” the 
governor continued, “and until it ends 
we must get along without substan- 
tial increase of expenses. No change 
in our tax system is possible until 
1924. We must enforce rigid econ- 
omy always, under any system.”
